G. M. Cbiloott, Pres- 
ident of tbe Consolidated Mica Compa- 
mes, ha* carried for tbeRapuUicaM the 
heretofore Democratic stronghold, Pue- 
blo county, which auur«i a Republican 
Legislature and a Republican V, 8. 
Senator to succeed Cbanee.

Goar, 
the Vinton Zouaves, and a large con- 
course of people". The Lynn liattory 
fired a continual salute. Arches of 
welcome had been erected, and business 
house,* on all the principal streets were 
handsomely decorated with flags and 
bunting. Mr. Blaine wag escorted to 
Mayor Adams' residenoe, 
where he 


breakfasted. Crowds kept arriving on 
every train and ateamboata, bringiag 
with ttiom binds of music, etc, Tbc 
city was ablate with excitement and 
patriotic enthusiasm. At 1 o'clock the 
procession formed and marched through 
the atrcots, thronged with thouMnds of 
spectators, to the grounds on the west 
hill, where stands had been erected and 
setts prepared. It is estimated that 
fully 15,000 people heard the address. 
Mr. Blaine was introduced by Oov. 
Gear, and alter thanking the State of 
Iowa for honors conferred upon him in 
times past (referring to it* support at 
the Cincinnati Convention), he launched 
boldly into the financial question, and 
threw hot shot and-snail into the 
Greenback camp. 
His remark*, of 


which the Associated Pres* has sent a 
full cvnopiie, was cheered to the echo. 
It was resplendent with wit and feplete 
with pointed anecdotes, tersely told. It 
did great goed here, and opened the 
eyc« of many tirecnbackers who had 
been playing into the hands«f the Dem- 
ocracy. The speaker made no allusion 
to the recent Maine election, or any 
other subject than finance, lie spoke 
over two hours and closed amid great 
applause. Hon. James F. Wilson was 
called upon by the audienee for a 
speech. He made a few eaniest re- 
marks in favor of Mr. McGord, Repub- 
lican candidate for Congress.

altogether, it has been the largest and 
most successful political gathering held 
in Iowa for many pear*. Mr. Blaine 
held a public reception at tbe Barrett 
House, this evening, and shook the 
hands of several thousand enthusiastic 
admirers.

was to-day appointed chief of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, to succeed 
Mr. McPherson, and J). Wilson, of Ohio, 
Assistant Chief, vice Irish, promoted. 
Secretary Sherman said that these ap- 
pointments were purely in the line of 
oivll-servioo promotion. Mr. Wilson 
was for many years a messenger for the 
Senate Finaace Committee, while Mr. 
Sherman was its Chairman, and when 
the latter became Secretary of the 
Treasury, ho appointed Mr. Wilson Cap- 
tain of the Watch in the Printing 
Bureau, which position he has oontin- 
oed to hold un to this time. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson retired to-day.
